SIEGRIST specifically asked WELCH if the John Birch Society 
was ruled as a dictatorship by WELCH. WELCH stated tteat all 
members are at liberty to accept or reject his suggestions 
without losing their membership. Periodic instructions are 
mailed out to all members of his organisation and at th&t 
time suggestions are made on how they should act and what 
they should do to further their organisation* These suggestions 
are not mandatory and the members may act as their conscience 
guides them* 

Two questions were directed to WELCH from the audience: 

Is NIXON a Communist? and the other. How do 1 become a member 

of the John Birch Society? WELCH stated he did not feel NIXON was 

a Communist and stated membership in his organization could be 

obtained by writing to the John Birch Society 9 Belmont, 

Massachusetts, or by contacting local representatives of the 

John Birch Society. 

WELCH stated that he and his organisation were fightiftg Communism 
by sending out large quanti ties of letters, by exposing such 
treasonable acts as KHRUSHCHEV* s visit to the United States. 
They also send letters to Congressmen recommending or 
suggesting certain actions they should ta&e relative to 
legislation* 

In conclusion WELCH pointed out that to his knowledge no 
law enforcement agency Is interested in his organisation 
and none has initiated investigation of him or his members. 
His organisation is not a secret society* All literature 
published by the Society is available to the public.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Please bear with me while I clear our decks and align 
our batteries for action. 

This process begins with the confession that my target 
is the Republican Convention itself, and I am using you 
as stand-ins for that body. I shall be speaking directly 
to and for the delegates and alternates. Since only a 
fraction of them are with us this evening, we shall have 
to count on reaching the others through printed copies 
of this message, which will soon be available. 

In the meantime I am delighted to have so large and en- 
thusiastic a gathering, which I have known in advance 
would contain so many of my friends from so many dif- 
ferent parts of the country, as a live audience to "sit 
in M on what I have to say. 

Next, since I shall herewith be urging the nomination 
of Senator Barry Goldwater for the Presidency, let me 
emphasize that nothing I am saying has b^en cleared 



with the Senator, Barry Goldwater, so far as I am

aware, does not even know that I am making this speech, 
much less anything about its contents, Wha^s more, I 
was quite relieved to read in the newspapers that he has 
disowned this whole rally* For that means he does not 
have to take any slightest responsibility for anything we 
do here, nor even to accept our support. He can't very 
well prevent it, because frankly we are for Goldwater 
on our own initiative, primarily for the sake of ourselves, 
our children, and our country. And like most of the huge, 
spontaneous, nationwide, rapidly growing sentiment for 
the Senator, this support demands nothing in return, not 
even recognition of its existence. 

As a parallel to that last point, let me also emphasize 
that I am speaking for nobody but myself. As some of 
you know, I am the founder of a rapidly growing patriotic 
and educational organization which now has several thou- 
sand members. We are such a tightly ^knit group of 
hardworking and dedicated Americanists that I have been 
accused of all kinds of manifestations of dictatorship, 
even to the exercising of thought control. Our current 
actions must make these charges seem a bit ridiculous. 
For not only are many of our members working for 
Nixon for the nomination, but we have been glad to sup- 
ply them the names and addresses of you delegates and 
alternates in order to make it easier for them to do so. 

Our membership is comprised of men and women of 
good conscience and strong patriotic purpose. Our ob- 
jective in the political field is to give them honest in- 
formation — which is not too easy to come by today 
and to help them to obtain a more complete understand- 
ing of the issues to be decided and of the dangers which 
we face. So swe expect every member to use that knowl- 
edge and understanding to determine the political cause 
or candidate ^hich.his. own intelligence tells him he 
should support. % -Political decisions are definitely a mat- 
ter for each individuals conscience. And I certainly 
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want no .responsibility for anybody else*s conscience — 
I have trouble enough with my own. 

What I have to say to you delegates and alternates, there- 
fore, is important only because there may be millions 
of voters who feel the same way I do today. How many, 
you don't know, and neither do I. But for that very rea- 
son it would be unwise and perhaps undutiful for you to 
ignore the plain facts, carefully considered opinions, 
and firm conclusions which I shall try to bring to your 
attention. 



II 

The first fact is that all of you — some hopefully, most 
of you fearfully are concerned about a third party 
arising, perhaps this very fall. And with good reason. 
For the seeds to produce that very rare crop are visibly 
sprouting all over the landscape. 

Now don't be alarmed. I am aware that the term Third 
Party is a naughty word for this occasion. I feel sure 
that Senator Goldwater^s disassociating himself from 
this rally was due to his fear that it might have Third 
Party implications . But the objective of this rally, as 
I understand it, and certainly the purport of what I have 
to say, is to prevent a Third Party, not to encourage 
one. And to be realistic in that effort we had better 
take a brief but honest look at why some sensible steps 
of prevention may be badly — and imminently — 
needed. 

In the first place the American people a^e disgusted with 
the whole convention-primary system; 'They have just 
seen the arrogant railroading through ttie Democratic 
Convention of the wishes of sorrie of the political bosses, 
as in the two -thirds voice vo^te on behalf of Lyndon John- 
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son, which nobody could be sure was even a majority. 
They thoroughly expect the same kind of steamroller 
tactics to be utilized at various stages of your conven- 
tion. Just as speech, according to Talleyrand, was 
given to man to disguise thought, the party conventions 
have been developed to enable the politicians, not to 
carry out the wishes of the American people, but to cir- 
cumvent those wishes. I don't believe there are five 
men in this room who now doubt that, if the American 
people had simply been allowed to go to the polls in 
1952 and vote for anybody they wished for President, 
Taft would have been overwhelmingly elected. But a 
coterie of clever politicians, with their hocus pocus in 
the 1952 convention, managed to deprive the American 
people of having any chance even to vote for Taft. 

Actually the Lefties discovered decades ago that the 
convention-primary apparatus was the Achilles heel in 
the anatomy of our whole political body. This system 
was not planned by our forefathers, and is not con- 
trolled by the Constitution. Having been developed main- 
ly by political custom, with its rules defined largely by 
tradition rather than by law, it is subject to ruthless 
manipulation by unscrupulous politicians. And the so- 
cialist-internationalist schemers seized on it as the 
means of determining -~ no matter how venal the brib- 
ery or despicable the trickery they had to use — that 
the American people would never have anybody to vote 
for except candidates approved by themselves. 

The whole operation has now acquired a noticeably un- 
pleasant odor. That odor has been getting steadily 
worse since 1940. If you good people want to preserve 
this exciting method of playing kingmaker every four 
years, you had better start setting the moral thermo- 
stats that turn toil your indignation at much more reach- 
able levels. Because the revulsion of the American 
people against the constant chicanery of these conven- 
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tions is going -to make itself felt, either through you or 
by other means. I can assure you that this revulsion is 
one of the pressures generating a third party . For the 
feeling is strong that such a new party would force a re- 
form in the convention-primary methods, or might even 
bring about a fundamental change in the whole procedure. 

There are, however, several much more important 
pressures which make the threat of a Third Party now 
so imminent. The basic pressure, of course, is caused 
by the lack of difference between the two old parties, in 
principles or policies or purpose. And the main body 
of this speech will constitute an effort to take the steam 
out of that pressure by widening the gap and increasing 
the distinguishability between Democrat and Republican. 
But there is one particular pressure for a new party, 
that has built up a surprising head of steam over just the 
past few months, and which certainly cannot be ignored 
at this particular rally. That pressure comes from a 
rising conviction that the potential leader of such a 
Third Party has at last appeared on the horizon; and 
that he has already been recognized by millions as qual- 
ified to be the Abraham Lincoln of the new movement. 
His name, of course, is Barry Goldwater. 

Now Goldwater himself has given no slightest encourage- 
ment to any such views. In fact, just the opposite. He 
has made it brutally clear to those who have tried to ap- 
proach him on the subject that he is, and expects to re- 
main, a completely loyal and hardworking member of 
the Republican Party. I was not one of the approachers, 
because I have been anything but a promoter of the Third 
Party idea. Many of you know that I refused to speak at 
the rally here in Chicago last fall unless t I were allowed 
to explain to the audience that I was not thereby endors- 
ing a Third Party. And Goldwater has told me person- 
ally, within recent months, that his greatest political 
concern was with helping to maintain enough conserva- 
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tive support for the Republican nominee to insure a Re- 
publican election this fallo 

So the Senator will undoubtedly be embarrassed, and 
probably angry, at my even bringing the mention of 
Third Party into this discussion tonight* But man some- 
times proposes, while God disposes, frequently through 
irresistible tides in the affairs of men* Nobody can be 
Sure — not even the Senator himself — whether or not 
this rising tide of Americanist purpose^ now so visible 
throughout the land, will eventually sweep Goldwater in— 
to the leadership of a new party; or whether, as we hope, 
it can be shunted and directed into making the Republican 
Party truly Americanist once again — instead of col- 
lectivist and internationalist • — and hence stronger than 
ever before. 

And this question of leadership is all important. For 
one reason so many of us have been so cold to the whole 
project of a new party over the past several years is 
that we have felt the advocates of that project were go- 
ing about it backwards. They were trying to establish 
principles and platforms first, rally an organization be- 
hind those platforms, and then find a standard-bearer 
of the organization. And maybe that's the way human 
nature ought to work, Ladies and Gentlemen, but it r s 
not the way it does work. Building political organiza- 
tion around and behind abstractions is as difficult as 
herding a bunch of rabbits into one small section of a 
huge briar patch. But when some able and trusted 
leader personifies those same principles in which mil- 
lions believe, those millions will sever their ties with 
organizations which have abandoned those principles, 
and go to work enthusiastically, in organizational har- 
ness, for the man who speaks their language. Gold- 
water so eminently qualifies for that position as to 
raise the prospects for a third party to an entirely new 
level. 
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So the prospect _of a new party risen correspondingly. 
If and when it comes I believe its name — as I have 
said for years — ~ will be the American Party* Psy-* 
chologically, the name is of tremendous importance. 
"When the Republican Party came into existence just 
slightly over a hundred years ago, you will remember, 
many names were suggested. But a lawyer named Alvan 
E. Bovay, from Rip on, Wisconsin, insisted that the 
word "Democratic" had such appeal that "Republican" 
was the only other word with enough significance to 
match it. Horace Greeley believed the reasoning was 
sound, and used his influence to give the Republican 
Party its name. I believe that the word "American" is 
the only one that is comprehensive enough as to the 
principles advocated, and with sufficient immediate mag- 
netism and understandable significance, to outweigh both 
the words "Republican" and "Democrat" in its popular 
appeal. And the trend of events over the past few years 
certainly makes the word a "natural" for conservative 
and patriotic citizens who are determined to reverse 
that fatal trend. 

The specter of a new American Party, therefore, with 
Goldwater drafted by overwhelming demand and moved 
by our march towards disaster to become its leader, is 
too serious and too real to be ignored by the Republican 
High Command, by you delegates and alternates, by 
Goldwater, or even by ourselves who are supporting 
him for nomination as the Republican candidate for the 
Presidency. So now let's give consideration to the pos- 
sibility of eliminating that specter. 

Ill 

Obviously any third party worth looking at would largely 
be made up of people who felt that they had been pushed 
out of the other two parties. Constructively conservative 
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and deeply patriotic with, regard to domestic affairs, 
firmly nationalist and aggressively anti- Communist with, 
regard to international affairs,, they are the good people 
whom I call Americanists. I hope that I can qualify for 
that definition myself. I also hope to remain a Republi- 
can, as I have been all of my adult life, and certainly 
am tonight. But if a sad and final separation is event- 
ually forced upon us , it will not be because we Ixave left 
our party. It will be because what is then called the 
Republican Party will have completely ignored and dis- 
carded us exactly as the Democratic Party has now 
already ignored and made helpless its Jeffersonian Dem- 
ocrats. 

So we are not threatening, but pleading. We are begging 
you not to destroy the Republican Party, as a majority 
of you seem to us to be on the verge of doing. We beg 
of you not to make the final conversion of the Republican 
Party into a cynical mockery of its former self, as it 
seems to us you have been slated by the manipulators to 
do at their bidding. We ask you not to go through with 
your expected submission to a she epher ding act as 
the Democratic Convention did ~~ even for the sake of 
the hollow political victory which you assume such com- 
pliance will bring you. For the Republican Party can- 
not survive another Pyrrhic victory like those of 1952 
and 1956. 

What is disturbing and frightening us, of course, is the 
likelihood that you are going to give Richard Nixon a 
blank check on the future of this country. And we do not 
think the country can stand any such increasing drain on 
both its spiritual and material credit as has been taking 
place since 1954. We fear that you are going to nomi- 
nate Richard Nixon for the Presidency, without putting 
any brakes on his toboggan slide downhill to the left, or 
exacting any guarantee from him of even giving consid- 
eration to Americanist views. 
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, This means that [ fixe deliberate snubbing of conservative 
leaders, by the Nixon-He rter -Eisenhower clique ? - to 
which several such leaders, including Goldwater, have ' 
been repeatedly and visibly subjected would become 
steadily worse. It means that millions of us ordinary 
citizens would be deprived of our political privileges, 
and hence of our chance to do anything politically to save 
our country, if we remained within the Republican Party. 
We are not willing to accept such treatment, and we will 
no longer consent to being disfranchised. Even without 
any new party, most of us will refuse to vote for Nixon 
under such conditions. There are other ways of giving 
at least some weight to our votes, instead of letting 
them be completely wasted. This decision is by no 
means due to unreasonableness on our part. It does call 
for some very plain speaking, which we think is both 
necessary and long overdue. 

In 1952, against our better judgment and in order to be 
loyal to the Republican Party, we worked and voted for 
Nixon's prototype, Dwight David Eisenhower, hi the 
eight "years since then we have seen the International 
Communist Conspiracy make almost incredible gains 
everywhere in the world, hi the transformation of our 
American Republic, with its free-enterprise economy, 
into a socialist democracy with a welfare -state economy, 
those eight years have been disastrous beyond all reck- 
oning. In the loss of American prestige and influence 
throughout the world, and in the parallel increase in the 
prestige and power of our Communist enemy dedicated 
to our destruction, those eight years have been a period 
of unbelievable infamy. 

To the people of Indochina, of Indonesia, of Egypt, of 
Syria, of Lebanon, of Ghana, of Guinea, of Algeria, of 
Bolivia, of Venezuela, of Cuba, of South Korea, and of 
a dozen other nations throughout the world, who have 
seen our government constantly making concessions, 
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offering gifts, and lending moral support, to the Commu- 
nist forces engaged in enslaving them, these past eight 
years have been a nightmare of betrayal and surrender. 
To the people of Hungary, of Poland, of East Germany, 
of China, and of other countries which were already be- 
hind the Iron Curtain in 1952, and who looked to the 
Eisenhower Administration and its platform promises 
for serious help towards their liberation, the past eight 
years have been a long tragic experience in disillusion- 
ment and despair. While right here at home the flood 
of Communist influence has risen, in every segment of 
our national life, to levels that would not have been con- 
sidered possible in 1952. 

Mr. Eisenhower has stated that, during the eight years 
when these things were happening, never once was Mr. 
Nixon in serious disagreement with anything the Presi- 
dent had decided. Mr. Nixon has stated that he intends 
to base his campaign on the achievements of the Eisen- 
hower Administration and to continue its policies. In 
other words we are not only to have more of the same, 
but we are to like it and applaud it. We are to pretend 
that black is white, that war is peace, that defeat is 
victory, that inflation is prosperity, that surrender of 
American independence is patriotism, and that our ap- 
proaching enslavement by the imperial Communist con- 
spiracy will be a glorious liberation from the shackles 
of nationalism. You may close your eyes, swallow hard, 
and accept such brazen sophistry and such dangerous 
self-deception without protest if you wish. I cannot ac- 
cept them at all. 

u But, M it is hopefully whispered around among conserv- 
ative Republicans, "Nixon is just acting. He is a smart 
politician. He has had to go along with the Administra- 
tion whether he wanted to do so or not. He has had to 
make all of the concessions to the Left and all of the 
gestures of appeasement to the Communists in order to 
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have any chance of being nominated and elected. But 
just wait until the campaign is all over, and he is actu- 
ally the President. Then you will see the real Nixon 
emerge, the anti-Communist Nixon we knew and liked 
so well in the exposure of Alger Hiss. tf Then, we are 
to believe, Richard Nixon, having fooled the liberals and 
modern Republicans and even the Communist wire-pull- 
ers behind the scenes, until all together they have raised 
him to the most important and most powerful political 
position in the world — - then. Richard Nixon will turn 
against all of these p.eople who made him, stand forth 
in his true colors as a conservative patriotic American- 
ist, and save our country from being absorbed into a 
one -world collectivist tyranny. 

We can save ourselves the trouble, Ladies and Gentle- 
men, of digging into Richard Nixon's record enough to 
show the utter folly of any such expectation. For there 
is a very simple short cut which will serve just as well. 
That is the question: Do you believe it? Do you know 
anybody who does ? 

All of history, from the time of the Greek city states 
and the earliest days of the Roman republic, to the 
present hour, is full of demagogues who built up a polit- 
ical following as conservatives, ran for office as con- 
servatives on conservative platforms and promises, got 
elected, and then proved themselves to be the most 
profligate of liberals. Franklin Delano Roosevelt and 
Dwight David Eisenhower are two outstanding examples 
of very recent vintage. But nowhere in the pages of 
history have I discovered one conservative who built up 
his political following as a liberal, ran for office as a 
liberal and was elected by liberal support, and then 
proved, by inaugurating an era of conservatism in gov- 
ernment, that he had been deceiving his followers. 
Your true conservative simply is not built that way, for 
one thing; and the liberals, being themselves experts 
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in demagoguery, simply cannot be fooled that way, for 
another. 

To avoid any confusion about terms in this connection, 
let me say that I do not see the least difficulty in de- 
fining the word liberal as it is generally used today. 
A liberal is simply a man who is, or wants to be, liberal 
with other people's money and other people's freedom; 
who considers both completely expendable for the sake 
of increasing the political power of himself or of the 
clique he supports, Mr. Richard Nixon has gone to 
tremendous lengths over the past several years to prove 
to all other liberals that he is a liberal too* And he has 
not only convinced them ; he has also thoroughly convinced 
conservatives like myself. 

There are still conservatives who, trying to find en- 
couragement for themselves, wishfully pass on to others 
the suggestion that Mr. Nixon, as soon as he has the ball, 
will reverse his field, and start running in the other di- 
rection. But they don ! t believe it, nor do those to whom 
they make the suggestion. The liberals, who now know 
Mr. Nixon best, obviously don't believe it — and they 
would be much harder to fool. I personally don T t believe 
it for a minute, but in my particular case that hardly 
matters. Because I would not vote for Mr. Nixon under 
such circumstances and on such grounds anyway, for 
more fundamental reasons which I shall come to in due 
course. 

hi the meantime let*s look at an objection I know many 
of you wish to raise. It has two legs. One is that this 
criticism of Nixon, if widely distributed in printed form, 
will put campaign ammunition in the hands of the Demo- 
crats, which they can and will use to help to elect Ken- 
nedy. Let me assure you that the worry is unfounded. 
Mr. Nixon would be very glad to have the Democrats 
play him up as a liberal, and stress those general char- 
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acteristics and tendencies which I have been holding 
against him 0 In fact, his worry is entirely as to the ex- 
tent to which his Democratic opponents deny that he is 
a 'liberal 1 ' like themselves. 

There is only one point made or implied, in anything I 
have said about Mr. Nixon, which could be and in fact 
should be used by the Democrats against him. And that 
is the charge of his now having become M soft on Com- 
munism, 11 as clearly demonstrated by so many of his 
actions over the last few years. And that issue, Ladies 
and Gentlemen, is one you can be certain Mr. Kennedy 
will never raise — nor allow any of his supporters to 
raise except over his dead body. There is already 
visible and in operation a tacit understanding between 
Mr. Nixon and Mr. Kennedy that neither one will accuse 
the other of being soft on Communism, or allow his sup- 
porters to do so. In fact, when Nixon's campaign man- 
ager in New Hampshire, Governor Wesley Powell, 
quite correctly accused Senator Kennedy of having been 
consistently soft on Communism, Nixon immediately and 
emphatically repudiated his own campaign manager. 
Neither of these candidates, Nixon and Kennedy, could 
possibly withstand any really painstaking scrutiny and 
widespread exposure of the actions he has taken in this 
area. Each has had to do too many things to appease 
the Communist opposition to himself, which otherwise 
would have been expected. So both of them are deter- 
mined to keep the whole question out of the campaign at 
any cost. 

In 1940 you saw a campaign conducted between the so- 
called Republican candidate, Wendell Willkie, and the 
Democratic candidate, Franklin Roosevelt, in which the 
one really vital issue, that should have been thoroughly 
aired before the American people and on which they 
should have had a chance to vote, was completely elim- 
inated from the contest by mutual consent. This was 
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the matter of America's pro-Communist foreign policy. 
In the forthcoming campaign, if Nixon is nominated, 
you can be absolutely certain that — once again — you 
will not hear a word from either candidate on the one 
really important issue at stake. This issue is the soft- 
on -Communism attitude and policy of the inner -circle 
left-wing core that now completely controls both polit- 
ical parties. For both Kennedy and Nixon are a part of 
that core in their respective circles. 

If a man like Strom Thurmond could have been nomi- 
nated by the Democrats, he could have presented to the 
American people a shocking analysis of Richard Nixon's 
behind-the-scenes maneuvers to placate the Communists. 
If Barry Goldwater can be nominated by the Republicans, 
he can lay wide open a devastating study of Senator Ken- 
nedy^ equally disturbing role. But Nixon and Kennedy 
are both completely estopped from using any such cam- 
paign ammunition by their own respective records. 

As a matter of fact the remarkable similarity between 
Nixon and Kennedy, in so many other ways, is worth a 
brief mention at this point. Not only have the two major 
political parties become simply Tweedledum and Tweedle 
dee, with no basic difference between them in policies 
or principles. But their respective candidates for the 
Presidency in this forthcoming campaign --if Nixon 
is nominated could readily be described as the 
"political Siamese twins. 11 So far as politics is con- 
cerned, they are as alike as two peas in a pod. The 
late Senator Taft T s description of Richard Nixon as M a 
little man in a big hurry 1 T could be applied with equal 
accuracy to both. They are both brilliant ,f young men 
on the make, 11 determined to ride the huge wave now 
running so strongly to the left, just as far and just as 
high as its crest will take them. Both have so visibly 
and so completely substituted opportunism and political 
smartness for principles and convictions that it is doubt - 
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fiil just how much bedrock of character you would find in 
either one after winnowing the chaff of their personalities. 
And each one now has so many ideological skeletons in 
his own closets that he wouldn't dream of starting to open 
any closet doors in the career of his opponent. 

If Richard Nixon, for instance, should start to taunt 
John Kennedy about all of the interference Kennedy ran 
for Walter Reuther in the hearings of the Select Com- 
mittee on Labor-Management Relations (which you can 
be sure Mr, Nixon would not), Kennedy could immedi- 
ately come back at Nixon for forcing on the steel industry 
a strike settlement so unfair to management and so 
damaging to the freedom of individual workers as to be 
almost unbelievable. In fact, Richard Nixon 1 s action in 
settling the steel strike was easily the most pusillani- 
mous use of governmental coercion to increase the arro- 
gant power of labor bosses since the days when Franklin 
Roosevelt was subserviently paying his debts to John L. 
Lewis. But you can be sure Mr. Kennedy will never 
bring the subject up. 

Or if Richard Nixon should begin to disclose the huge 
part John Kennedy has played almost entirely un- 
known to the American people -- in repeatedly bolster- 
ing the morale of the FLN Communist terrorists in Al- 
geria, and in putting brakes on efforts of the French 
government to subdue these murderous guerillas (which 
you can be sure Mr. Nixon will not), then Kennedy 
could embarrass Nixon equally with Ni3con T s glowing 
moral support of Achmed Sukarno, whom Mr. Nixon once 
called the George "Washington of Indonesia. But you can 
be certain that Mr. Kennedy will avoid that line of at- 
tack like the plague. 

This antiphonal list could be continued throughout a 
whole volume, for both men have been very busy feath- 
ering their political nests with pink and red-tinted plumes. 
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And there is not the slightest chance that either one will 
point a finger at the color of the other one's collection,, 
But this whole part of the story can be pretty well sum- 
marized as follows. Mr.- Nixon is for all foreign aid, 
economic and military, even to neutral and communist 
nations. He is all for more and bigger and wider cul- 
tural exchange programs. He is wholeheartedly for the 
United Nations. He is for repeal of the Connally Amend- 
ment, for seeking u world peace through world law, M for 
extending the jurisdiction and increasing the power of 
the World Court, and for all other practicable steps that 
lead to a one-world government. Senator Kennedy, of 
course, is also for every one of these policies and pro- 
posals. 

These are all very serious matters. They involve the 
solvency, the safety, and the future independence of our 
country. It is disturbing, though no longer surprising, 
to find both Kennedy and Nixon on the same side of all 
of these issues. But what is disturbing, frightening, 
and should be surprising, is to reflect that every Com- 
munist in America is also on that same side, and sup- 
ports every one of these proposals and policies as en- 
thusiastically as do the two men from whom we are sup- 
posed to select the next President of the United States. 

The question is not "Where are we going? 11 It is, in- 
stead: "At what point have we already arrived?" in this 
gradual submission to pro -Communist influences and in 
this rapid acceptance of Communist plans as our own. 
And that question is now entirely too serious to be 
brushed aside for the sake of political expediency. I am 
positive that neither Richard Nixon nor John Kennedy is 
a Communist, a fellow traveler, nor even in sympathy 
with Communist purposes. But what good does that fact 
do us, if each is completely willing to go along with Com- 
munist purposes, and to make himself irrevocably a 
party to those Communist purposes, for the sake of the 
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power and. glory of political success, 

Ladies and Gentlemen, it is certainly no pleasure for me 
to be saying these things, nor for you to be hearing them. 
As I have just indicated, it seems almost certain now 
that one of the two men about whom we are talking will 
be the next President of the United States. Although I 
am not in politics and have no intention of being in poli- 
tics in any way, I obviously have nothing to gain by thus 
earning the enmity of whoever will be in the White House 
in another six months. What's more, aside from per- 
sonal or even national interests that may be involved, it 
is a very unhappy duty to be so critical of two of the 
most prominent men in our public life. 

With regard to Richard Nixon, in particular, I am just 
as sad about the disappointing developments in his char- 
acter and career as any of you can be. For here is a 
young man in whom we all had great hope. He was to be 
the consistent, determined, courageous anti- Communist 
young Lochinvar from out of the West. We all wish that 
we could feel the same warm admiration for him today 
that we did in 1950. It is not that we have wanted to 
change our minds about Richard Nixon, but that slowly, 
unbelieving, with great reluctance, most of us have been 
compelled to do so by the inescapable import of his ac- 
tions. And we simply cannot afford any longer the same 
wishful thinking about Nixon that has been carrying us 
down the drain under the leadership of a Wendell Willkie, 
a Thomas Dewey, or a £>wight Eisenhower > for twenty 
year s. 

It is clear today that Richard Nixon now is, and for a 
long time has been^ entirely acceptable to the Liberal 
Establishment that runs our government, as the "crown 
prince 11 of the Eisenhower Regime. It is now confessed 
by some, and boasted by others, that during the whole 
Eisenhower Administration Richard Nixon has played a 
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far more important part in making the decisions and 
determining the policies of that administration than was 
generally recognized. Thus much of the responsibility 
for the record of that administration would have to rest 
on him, even if he did not eagerly endorse its record. 
And the record itself, Ladies and Gentlemen, can be sad- 
ly and succinctly summarized in a paragraph. 

In 1952, despite all the perfidy of the Truman Adminis- 
tration, the United States still held a position of world- 
wide pre-eminence, as to its stability, its military 
power, its economic power, its self-confidence, and its 
spiritual leadership. Now consider honestly and ob- 
jectively the loss of respect, loss of friends, loss of 
moral courage, loss of stability, loss of confidence in 
our own destiny, and loss of relative position with re- 
gard to a powerful enemy, that have brought us into our 
present morass of domestic confusion and international 
disgrace. These are perfectly visible, incontrovertible 
facts, however tragic they may be. I submit that never 
before in all human history has any great nation fallen 
so far and so fast, as the United States during the eight 
years that Eisenhower has been President. 

Now whether Richard Nixon's reasons for going along 
with the decisions and policies that caused this descent 
were due to shortcomings of his judgment, of his in- 
tegrity, or both, the results are the same. We have now 
reached the point where our national independence, our 
way of life, our personal freedoms, and our very lives, 
are all in great and imminent danger. That danger 
stems from the very same evil forces that have so seri- 
ously scuttled our Ship of State while Richard Nixon was 
second in command. And I say to you delegates and al- 
ternates, who now have perhaps the greatest single 
responsibility of your lives, that you simply must not 
trust our future to those who for whatever reasons 
-- have so disastrously betrayed the past. 
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IV 



Which brings me at last to the main theme of this speech* 
About all we can safely say of Richard Nixon, as a candi- 
date for the presidency, is that he would be better than 
Nelson Rockefeller. Frankly, I don r t know a single 
person in America, even calling himself a Republican, 
who wouldn f t. So that is very faint praise indeed* Just 
as about the best I could say of John Kennedy as the nom- 
inee of the Democrats is that he is at least better than 
Eleanor Roosevelt. 

I know that a very large number of you delegates and al- 
ternates have no enthusiasm whatsoever for the nomina- 
tion of Richard Nixon. You have been cleverly maneu- 
vered into a position where you appear to have no other 
course. You are willing to accept Nixon as your nominee 
simply as the lesser of two evils. You will then try to 
get him elected, instead of Kennedy, again as the lesser 
of two evils. You will have the help in that endeavor, 
for entirely different reasons from your own, of a whole 
army of extreme liberals and Lefties with whom you 
should be ashamed to associate. 

For there is nothing the Lefties want more than a con- 
tinuation of the present set-up, and Nixon has convinced 
them that it will be continued. This is a situation in 
which at least twenty -five percent of all the effective op- 
position to their Socialistic progress 11 will be paralyzed, 
because the opposition ! s own man in the White House is 
giving their socialist measures his blessing. With the 
mercurial but massive support of these clever realists 
of the Left — even more than through regular Repub- 
lican Party effort you will get your man elected. 
You will then spend the next eight years crying — if 
our nation survives so long — over the way you have 
been deceived. While the results may be what some of 
you deserve, they will not be what our country deserves. 
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And now rather than later is the time to give the fate of 
your country first consideration. 

James Russell Lowell said: "Once to every man and na- 
tion comes the moment to decide. - M It is not quite true. 
A kind Providence keeps offering us over and over another 
occasion to make those firm decisions which will save 
our country from destruction. But these opportunities 
will not last forever. And this may well be what our 
lawyer friends call "the last clear chance" to avoid in- 
credible disaster. So I am hereby urging you, with all 
of the solemn earnestness I can offer, to forget political 
expediency, to accept this unequalled responsibility for 
the future of your country, to stand on your own feet in 
a scene that history will never forget — because it may 
be one of the great turning points of history and to 
nominate Senator Barry Goldwater as the Republican 
candidate for the Presidency of the United States. His- 
tory may give our nation other moments to decide, but 
it is doubtful if you as an individual will ever have such 
a moment again. 

Fortunately, you do not have to worry about where Gold- 
water stands, on anything. His position with regard to 
every issue of importance has been clearly set forth in 
his small book, The Conscience Of A Con s e rvative . But 
it is worth while to repeat at this point the brief summary 
of the most impo'rtant of those positions, as prepared 
and published by Kent Courtney^ newspaper, The In- 
dependent American. So here they are. 

ON INCOME TAXES: Goldwater believes that the pres- 
ent graduated income tax is confiscatory, and that it pun- 
ishes success. He points out that high taxes, in effect, 
confiscate or expropriate private property, thereby deny- 
ing a man the fruit of his labors. 

ON GOVERNMENT COMPETITION WITH PRIVATE 
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ENTERPRISE:* Goldwater believes that one of the rea- 
sons for unnecessary Big Spending is that the Federal 
Government is engaged in all sorts of activities (such 
as education, public power, agriculture, public housing, 
urban renewal, etc. ) which could and should be handled 
at the State level of government, or by private compa- 
nies or individual s, 

ON THE FARM PROGRAM: Barry Goldwater believes 
that farm production should be governed by supply and 
demand, just as private enterprise operates. For ex- 
ample, he is opposed to the Soil Bank Program which, 
using taxpayers 1 dollars, subsidizes non -production. 

ON STATES RIGHTS: Barry Goldwater believes that 
States' Rights is a bulwark against the encroachment of 
Federal Tyranny. He further says that in spite of the 
Supreme Court ruling, the Constitution does not give the 
Federal Government any authority to interfere in the 
field of education. 

ON RIGHT -T O - WO RK LAWS: Barry Goldwater be- 
lieves in the right of choice by all Americans to belong 
or not to belong to a labor union. He believes that 
concentration of power in any form, such as Big Govern- 
ment or Big Labor Bossism, leads to dictatorship. 

ON ATOMIC-BOMB TESTS: Goldwater is for resum- 
ing atom tests in order that the U. S. can protect itself 
and maintain superiority over Communist Russia. 

ON CULTURAL EXCHANGE PROGRAMS: Goldwater 
is against such programs because they are a built-in 
Red spy transmission line. 

ON THE UNITED NATIONS: Goldwater is opposed to 
"submitting major policy decisions to a forum (the 
United Nations) where the opinions of the Sultan of Yemen 
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count equally witli ours. 11 Goldwater further states: 
"I fear that our involvement in the United Nations may 
be leading to unconstitutional surrender of American 
sovereignty. tT 

ON THE WORLD COURT: Goldwater has denounced 
repealing the Connally Amendment and stated that it 
would place Americans "at the mercy of the World 
Court 11 — where the U. S. is outnumbered 14 — 1, and 
where the Soviet Union exerts tremendous influence. 

ON FOREIGN POLICY: Senator Barry Goldwater op- 
poses the Tl soft-on- Communism, !l M appeasement-at- 
any-price u Foreign Policy as advocated by all other 
candidates of both major parties. 

Here are brief excerpts from a speech regarding For- 
eign Policy^ by Senator Barry Goldwater on the floor 
of the U. S. Senate on March 15, I960. 

(1) Our Goal Must Be Victory Over Communism* 

M o . . . It is not to wage a struggle against Communism 
but to win it. Our goal must be victory. 11 

(2) Go On The Offensive! "Our strategy must be 
primarily offensive in nature . . . We cannot win 
merely by trying to hold our own # . . n 

(3) Achieve Military Superiority, "Mere parity will 
not do. Since we can never match the Communists in 
manpower, our equipment and weapons must more than 
offset their advantage in numbers. n 

(4) Strengthen Our Economy. n We must make Amer 
ica economically strong . . . Americans maximum 
economic power will be forged, not under bureaucratic 
direction, but in freedom. 11 

(5) Gain The World's Respect. "In all of our deal- 
ings with foreign nations, we must behave like a great 
power o Our national posture must reflect strength and 
confidence and purpose, as well as good will . . . Re~

spect is the stuff of which enduring friendships and firm 
alliances are made, 11 

(6) Foreign Aid Is Unconstitutional. ir The American 
government does not have the right, much less the obliga- 
tion, to try to promote the economic and social welfare 

of foreign peoples . . . The Constitution does not em- 
power our government to undertake that job in foreign 
countries . . . Increasingly our Foreign Aid goes not 
to our friends, but to professed neutrals and even to 
professed enemies * . . Our present Foreign Aid pro- 
gram, in sum, is not only ill -administered, but ill -con*- 
ceived. It has not, in the majority of cases, made the 
free world stronger; it has made America weaker. n 

(7) Withdraw Recognition Of Soviet Union. u We should 
declare the World Communist movement an outlaw in the 
community of civilised nations • . . We should with- 
draw diplomatic recognition from all Communist govern- 
ments including that of the Soviet Union, thereby serv- 
ing notice . . . on the world that we regard such govern- 
ments as neither legitimate nor permanent. M 

(8) Encourage The Red Slave Nations To Revolt. 
"We should encourage the captive peoples to revolt 
against their Communist rulers. This policy must be 
pursued with caution and prudence as well as courage. 

. . . To this end we should establish close liaison with 
underground leaders behind the Iron Curtain, furnishing 
them with printing presses, radios, weapons, instruc- 
tors; the paraphernalia of a full-fledged resistance. n 

AND ON THERE BEING NO SUBSTITUTE FOR 
VICTORY: lt « . . The future, as I see it, will unfold 
along one of two paths. Either the Communists will re- 
tain the offensive; will lay down one challenge after 
another; will invite us in local crisis after local crisis 
to choose between all-out war and limited retreat; and 
will force us, ultimately, to surrender ox accept war 
under the most disadvantageous circumstances. Or we 
will summon the will and the means for taking the initi- 
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ative, and wage a war of attrition against them — and 
hope, thereby, to bring about the internal disintegration 
of the Communist empire. One course runs the risk of 
war, and leads, in any case, to probable defeat. The 
other runs the risk of war^ and holds forth the promise 
of victory. For Americans who cherish their lives, 
but their freedom more, the choice cannot be difficult, n 

There, Ladies and Gentlemen, is a platform that says 
something. The above paragraphs define Senator Gold- 
water's position on almost every issue that is important 
today. And these are the solid positions, the Ameri- 
canist positions, the positions based on the very prin- 
ciples of individual independence and of national inde- 
pendence which have made our country great. These 
are the positions that a huge majority of the American 
people would like to see taken by our government as 
is well known to the Lefties and the liberals, for that is 
why they have taken such pains and gone to such lengths 
to keep the American people from having any chance to 
vote on these issues. 

What is more, you know that Goldwater's platform means 
what it says. He has already proved under fire that he 
will stand by his convictions and will not yield to the 
pressures of political expediency. Here is one politician 
whom you, and the American people, know that you can 
believe, and can trust. You should acclaim him and 
support him while you can. 

Just imagine what an electrifying flash it would be if the 
news suddenly went out to every community in the United 
States that this convention had nominated Goldwater for 
the Presidency. There were millions of patriotic and 
deep-rooted Americans who did not even vote in 1956. 
There are now these and many millions more who have 
lost all interest in the tired flummery of a meaningless 
contest that you were planning to put before them. They 
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would come to life, after this news, with the same energy 
and enthusiasm and determination that elected Taft in 
Ohio in 1950 and Goldwater in Arizona in 1958 despite 
every ounce of power the Lefties could muster and every 
dirty trick they could contrive to prevent it. You would 
see such a resurgence of hope and interest and purpose, 
throughout the Republican Party and throughout the na- 
tion, as would make you proud to have been its cause. 

V 

Now that would be an excellent place at which to end this 
speech. If I were a politician, or if my concern were 
with the career of Senator Goldwater, that is certainly 
where I would stop* But neither is the case. My primary 
concern is entirely with what happens to our country. And 
that being true there are other considerations here which 
simply must be brought into open view. One important 
consideration is that there are now increasing millions 
of Americans, like myself, who are for Goldwater, wheth- 
er you nominate him or not. And the most important con- 
sideration is the reason why. Let me try to make both 
as crystal clear as I can. For while history is full of 
dramatic reversals, against what appeared to be hopeless 
odds, and we know therefore that you may nominate Gold- 
water, we also know that you may not. And our urging 
that nomination on you is simply one part of a long-range 
solid purpose that takes both possibilities, and many less 
decisive possibilities, firmly in stride. 

For the real point, Ladies and Gentlemen and it was 
really to make this point that I accepted this invitation to 
speak -- is that there is a fast-growing body of us in 
this country who are completely through with political ex- 
pediency, and who will no longer pay any attention to so- 
called political smartness, whether exercised for us or 
against us. We intend to decide all questions, as to can-_ 
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didates or issues, on fundamental principles of govern- 
ment and of morality. And we intend then simply to 
stand on those principles and those decisions, win or 
lose, and regardless of the political outcome in the fore 
seeable future. 

This doesn ! t mean that we think we have a monopoly on 
all truths or cannot work with others despite reasonable 
degrees of disagreement. Let Richard Nixon offer any 
convincing promises and proof that he intends to repre- 
sent the whole Republican Party, not just its "modern ri 
left-wing element, and we could support the ticket even 
if Goldwater is not nominated. Nor does this mean that 
we expect Nixon to announce that, as soon as elected, 
he will throw James Mitchell out of the Cabinet, Allen 
Dulles out of the CIA, and Milton Eisenhower out of 
Washington — although it would be a most welcome as- 
surance. It does mean offering solid evidence of intend 
ing a sharp turn back from this administration's policy 
of appeasing the Communists, at home and abroad. It 
especially means making irrevocable commitments to 
giving more appointments, and to paying more attention 
to what we believe can now fairly be called the Goldwate 
wing of the Party. Many of us will still fight within the 
Party, for the policies which seem to us wise and again 
those which seem to us disastrous, if you give us any 
reasonable chance to do so. That is what this rally and 
this whole argument is really about. But we will not be 
kidded, imposed upon, or slowly strangled any longer. 

In line with our basic determination, we shall of course 
work hard for Senator Goldwater, for his election to 
any office for which he is nominated or for which he 
chooses to run; But if he is not nominated by this con- 
vention, and if we do not receive the completely satis- 
factory reasons indicated above for changing plans al- 
ready informally announced, many of us are going to 
vote for Goldwater anyway even if it has to be on a 
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write-in basis, and even though many such votfcs will 
never be legally counted. We shall do so simply as a 
contribution to the Senator's political stature and in- 
fluence. This is because we feel the vital need of a 
trusted political leader and a rallying point for the Amer- 
icanists , in their continuing struggle against the social- 
ists, the Communists, and the collectivists of whatever 
hue. We need the same kind of standard bearer for con- 
servatives as was the late Senator Taft r before he was 
so ruthlessly destroyed by the very same gang of so- 
called modern Republicans that is in control of this 
circus at which you are expected to perform according 
to cue. And Goldwater is visibly the overwhelming choice 
for that leadership, 

M But, M some of you will protest in entire good faith, 
"any such splintering away of conservative votes that 
might otherwise go to Nixon is likely to give the election 
to Kennedy, M In the first place, we doubt it. Because 
there are more conservatives in the South today than any- 
where else in the country. And any conservative South- 
erner who let*s himself be swayed into voting for Ken- 
nedy, by the Lyndon Johnson breeze, ought to have his 
head examined. There is simply no telling what the re- 
sults of a mammoth write-in vote for Goldwater in the 
southern states might be. 

In the second place, from the point of view of the safety 
and welfare of our country, the election of Kennedy would 
not be an unmitigated catastrophe* For the whole patri- 
otic opposition could and would then unify against the sell- 
out of our americanist system to the collectivists at home 
and abrooLd. Just imagine, for instance, what would have 
happened if Adlai Stevenson had been elected President 
in 1952. You would not now have any Department of 
Health, Education, and "Welfare, sprawling with Commu- 
nists and fellow travelers. There would never have 
been any "summit conference 11 of 1955, with all of the 
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increased prestige it gave the Soviet tyrants, and all of 
its shattering effect on the morale of anti-Communists 
everywhere. You would never have had the visit of the 
champion murderer of all history, Nikita Khrushchev, 
to our country as an honored guest. For the Communist 
influences within our government and press simply would 
not have been able in some cases, and would not have 
dared in others, to bring about these massive gains for 
the Left if Adlai Stevenson had been President. The op- 
position would have been too united, too determined, and 
too strong. 

And the same situation would develop under Kennedy as 
it did iinder Truman. Without the paralyzing effect on 
an appreciable percentage of conservatives, of having 
liberal measures promoted by "our man, 11 the revulsion 
against the whole unceasing push of the United States in- 
to the collectivist camp might become great enough to 
stop it. Certainly there would be more brakes put on, 
to slow down the process -until the positive leadership to 
reverse it could be established. There are few men I 
would less like to see President of the United States than 
Adlai Stevenson. But there is no slightest question in 
the minds of a great many of us that our country would 
be far better off today, for the reasons indicated, if 
Stevenson had been elected in 1952. So we seriously 
doubt if the election of Kennedy in I960 would ultimately 
work out to be as much of a tragedy as the election of an 
unreformed Richard Nixon. 

And our third answer is that we intend to maintain an un- 
wavering Americanist stand, regardless of the temporary 
consequences. It has been suggested, for instance, that 
the "smartest" thing for us to do would be to work for 
the election of Kennedy. Maybe it would be. Who knows ? 
But conservatives couldn't do that, even if sure of the 
desired results, because conservatives are not made that 
way. At leaat not the conservatives I am talking about, 
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and whom I usually call Americanists. 

To do so would be to try to outsmart the Communists and 
their liberal dupes and allies. Just as many good citizens 
feel or hope that Nixon is trying to outsmart the same 
gang by presenting himself as increasingly liberal in or>- 
der to show later that he is an Americanist at heart. 
Just as the choice or the support of the lesser of two evils 
is always sold to doubters as a form of political smart- 
ness. And to us, trying to outsmart the collectivists by 
using some of their own devious tricks is not only doomed 
to inevitable failure — because the Americanists simply 
could not match them in trickery and deception but 
it is also morally wrong and clearly contrary to the prin- 
ciples on which we take our stand. 

Somebody has said that the value of complete honesty in 
politics is utterly unknown, because nobody has ever tried 
it* Undoubtedly it is time somebody did, and we propose 
to do so* If it turns out, by a general coincidence of 
nature, or merely by an accident of the particular times, 
to be politically smart even for the near future as 
well it might ~— so much the better. But that is not our 
reason for adopting such a course. Our reason is sim- 
ply the -unshakable conviction that this is the right course; 
and therefore is the one which in the long run is bound 
to prevail. We shall continue to ask ourselves, about 
any political action, not Il Is it smart? n but "Is it moral- 
ly the right thing to do ? M We shall have no dealings with 
foul means, nor even tricky means, to achieve good ends. 
We shall simply stand on sound principles, and behind 
good men, with firmness and with patience, until enough 
others understand our reasons and rally to the same 
standards with us. And we shall not be dissuaded or 
frightened^ by prospects of unhappy intermediate con>- 
sequences which we consider of ephemeral importance. 

For America, Ladies and Gentlemen, is sick unto death 
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of political smartness. It is tired of deception and pre- 
tenses and of a cunningly selective opportunism masquer- 
ading as leadership. So tired in fact* and so disposed at 
long last to revolt completely, tliat I 'think a lot of the 
"smart boys 11 are due for some sharp surprises. I think 
the American people are ready now — - to begin rally- 
ing behind a leader who approaches our problems in 
straightforward fashion, with truth and honor as his guides. 
And I think you are going to be amazed at the ascent of 
the Ooldwater star during the next few days, months, and 
years. 

In the world-wide struggle which divides mankind today, 
some of us are giving our lives to fighting the evil forces 
of collectivism on all fronts that ±& r by educational 
means, economic means, political means, and all other 
honorable means that can be found. But on the political 
front, some of that "some 11 are simply adding what 
strength and energy we have to the army gathering under 
Goldwater's banner. That is the best argument we can 
give for asking you to do the same. That rising army 
is rapidly drafting Barry Goldwater himself into a level 
and type of personal leadership which I am sure he had 
not planned. The needs of the times will have brought 
forth the man. 

In the poem from Lowell, already quoted once, he also 
said: "They enslave their children t s children who make 
compromise with sin. u There is entirely too much of 
that compromise going .on today ^ Ladies and Gentlemen, 
even for our own protection from slavery, much less that 
of our descendants. Barry Goldwater can and does offer 
you the most important of all assets for our present needs 
~- an utter unwillingness and inability to compromise 
with evil. Under his leadership, instead of letting our 
children become enslaved, we can still save for them 
some semblance of the glorious country and humane 
civilisation which we ourselves inherited. Let me urge 
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you once more to seize your opportunity and make Sena 
tor Barry Goldwater the next President q£ tlxe United 
States.

In the last two days six letters have been received from widely 
scattered members of The John Birch Society commending the Director on 
his report of the San Francisco demonstrations at the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities (HCUA) hearings last May. Two of the letters were 
from Ohio, two from Massachusetts, one each from Louisiana and Wisconsin. 
The Wisconsin correspondent, Donald A. Rueber, Midwest Major 
Coordinator for the Society, revealed that the Society 1 s latest monthly 
bulletin requested all members to write the Director expressing their 
congratulations on his report. It is probable that numerous letters will be 
received in the near future. 

The John Birch Society was organized by Robert H. W. Welch, Jr 
aged 61, in December, 1958, at Indianapolis, Indiana. It is allegedly an 
anticommunist organization with branches over various parts of the country. 
According to a newspaper article from the Milwaukee Journal dated 7-31-60 
submitted by Mr. Rueber, Welch reproduced manuscript of 302 pages 
entitled "The Politician" and furnished copies to leaders of the Society 
throughout the country. Reportedly the book tries to prove that President 
Eisenhower is a dedicated, conscientious agent of the Communist Party. In 
his letter, Mr. Rueber disclaimed any responsibility on behalf of himself 
and the membership for the manuscript and stated that the Society has never 
promoted Welch's personal opinion. SAC Letter 60-5 calls this organization 
to the attention of the field and instructs them that any information on their 
activities should be furnished to the Bureau. This SAC Letter was sent to the 
field about the time that the Society was considering a proposal that they form 
local organizations which have the appearance of communist front groups in 
order that they might attract communist sympathizers into theirjnidst ai 
thus identify them and perhaps set them straight. C ^^J ^Jj^L $J ~-

theatres* However, even the American Legion is subject to 
economic pressures, and for this reason cannot take effective 
action against those studios who hire communists* He alleged 
that communism in California is stronger than most people 
think and he fears for his children and their children. He 
cautioned the American people to wake up before it is too late. 
He once again attested to his great admiration for the late 
Senator JOSEPH MCCARTHY and the fine work accomplished by him 
in the field of communism. MENJOU spoke highly of Director 
HOOVER and mentioned that he had been in correspondence with 
Mr. HOOVER on many occasions. He did not mention the FBI by 
name, however. 

MENJOU stated his statements could be "backed up" 
and on occasion mentioned "Counter Attack" and "Red Channels." 
He was particularly critical of the communist influence in 
New York Theatre circles. He mentioned but a few names as 
individuals who had communist connections. Among these names 
were the names of DALTON TRUMBO and EDWARD DMYTRYK, both mem- 
bers of the "Hollywood Ten." 




MENJOU, in addition to discussing communism, was 
critical of the World Court, noting that two of its members 
were communists. He was vociferous in his opposition to the 
income tax and stated he was in complete agreement with 
BRACKEN LEE, of Utah, in his refusal to pay an income tax. 
He stated he was opposed to the Government of the United 
States engaging in private enterprise, and thought the Govern- 
ment should divest itself of some 19*000 private enterprises, 
including TVA. He is against a welfare state and is a staunch 
advocate of private enterprise. 

MENJ0U, at the conclusion of his guest stint, urged 
all those who were opposed to communism to Join the John Birch 
Society and gave DUGGAN and the TV audience the Society's 
address of Belmont, Massachusetts, as the place to write for 
information. It should be noted that numerous calls were re- 
ceived by DUGGAN before the conclusion of his show from lis- 
teners interested in joining the Society, and the address of 
the Society was given to the audience on several different 
occasions prior to the closing of the show at 12 Midnight. 
MENJ0U expressed his admiration for Mr. WELCH, founder of the 
Society, and explained the Society got its name from a soldier 
by the name of JOHN BIRCH who was killed by the Chinese 
Communists following the cessation of hostilities in Korea.

I have been planning to write to you for several weeks, but due to an 
extremely heavy schedule have not been able to do so, 

aowever, yesterday I received my copy of the Monthly Bulletin of The JTohn 
irch Soj^ietr^ in which all members are requested to write to you expressing 




our congratulations on your report of the San Francisco rioting. It is 
certainly a pleasure to do this. M&r wife and I are fortunate in being on the 
mailing list of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, and, of course, 
received a copy of the pamphlet " Communist Target - Youth. " We feel that j 
this publication should become mandatory reading for all High School and 1 
University students, civic groups, Church organizations and all P.T.A. and 
similar groups. 

I am certain that The John Birch Society will create a great demand for this 
publication, and I fear that for me to ask for the quantity I would need to 
insure adequate distribution by our members here could not be filled by the 
Committee. It is my understanding that your office has printed copies of 
your report. My most conservative estimate is that we xdLll need 1,000 copies i 
in this area. Unfortunately, I am not in a position to underwrite the cost g 
of so great a number, but I am sure that our members would gladly combine to 
defray at least a fair amount of that cost. Nevertheless, we would be most 
grateful for whatever number of copies you might be able to supply. 

Secondly, you might be interested to note that my wife and I have purchased 
a dozen paperback editions of MASTERS OF DECEIT which are in constant circu- 
lation, and we have persuaded other friends to do the same*. As a matter of 
fact, it was your book which aroused me from my lethargy and made me deter- 
mined to learn everything possible about the Communist Conspiracy and hence, \] 
to contribute what small part I can to prevent it from taking over this nation.

Although I do not personally - subscribe to this particular opinion, I also 
do not consider myself or our -members responsible • for it in any way. The 
headline of THE JOURNAL'S article nis in itself fallacious, as at no time 
has "this group", as the JOURNAL calls it, ever promoted either directly 
or indirectly its founder f s personal opinion. Nor has Mr. Welch either 
overtly or covertly by means of personal communication, the Society's 
printed Bulletins or through other literature of his own or of the Society, 
ever suggested that any member accept his view on this subject, nor has 
he ever even mentioned that he ever held such a view. 

However, many Milwaukeeans are cognizant of the position assumed ty THE 
JOURNAL in matters relative to socialism, welfare state-ism and anti- 
communism. If he were here, I am sure that Senator McCarthy would vouch 
for that. 

Yet, there are many others here who are most anxious for me to show them 
something in the way of an official "clearance" before they join our Society. 
This is naturally of considerable importance in these times. The mere fact 
that we are not -on anyone's "subversive list" is hardly a recommendation. 

While I fully realize that neither you, as an individual, nor the F.B.I, as 
Ian agency of the government will give us an outright recommendation, per- 
jhaps you would be so kind as to give me a letter which would state that 
fche F.B.I, would have no objection to an individual joining our Society? 
In view of recent developments, the 128th Fighter Group, Wisconsin Air 
National Guard, conducted a check, this past week, through the legal 
section of the National Guard Bureau. I happened to be in the office yester- 
day morning when the Bureau called to say that it had checked with the 
Department of Defense and that the Society had a clean bill of health. 
This is good to know, but I have nothing to this effect in writing. 

I am sorry to have inflicted upon you so lengthy a letter, but I am very 
much concerned by the apathy of so many of our people in this country at 
the very time that the creeping, debilitating disease of socialism is 
gathering impetus and while powerful influences are being exerted fcy such 
organizations as The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee which is constantly 
seeking to reduce the effectiveness of the F.B.I, and to abolish the House 
Hn-American Activities Committee and fhe Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy 
which, incidently, met here in Milwaukee yesterday promoting its appeasement 
policy through fear. 

Recently, my wife and I have instituted an educational program in Wisconsin 
and Illinois which is being implemented by all of our Chapter Leaders. (Copy 
enclosed) 

May I close by stating that we are most grateful for the many wonderful 
articles and pamphlets you have written to awaken, enlighten and protect 
our people. You may always rest assured of not only our complete support 
but our continued prayers for your inspirational leadership.

The ostensible purpose of the 
society is to fight communism 
and influence American politics 
Its members include such lead- 
ing citizens as William J. Grede 
Milwaukee industrialist. 
• Four branches have been 
■ formed in Milwaukee and one 
i each in Wauwatosa, Green Bay, 
De Pere, Oshkosh, Appleton and 
Eagle River. 

Retired Manufacturer 
Mrs. John Rueber, 3014 S, 
Delaware av., the wife of a med- 
fical technician, is the Milwau* 
|kee area "co-ordinator." Rich- 
ard Johnson, Green Bay, an 
accountant, is in charge of up- 
state activities. 

The founder of the society is 
'a wealthy, retired candy manu- 
facturer, who lives in Belmont, 
■Mass. He is Robert H. W. 



Welch, jr., 61, a persuasive 
speaker, conservative and the 
author of "The Politician." 

"The Politician" is a manu- 
script of 302 pages which has 
been privately reproduced in 
book form by the photo-offset 
process. Leaders of the society 
have received copies from 
Welch with the admonition that 
the contents are "strictly confi- 
dential and for your eyes only." 

The book tries to prove that 
Mr, Eisenhower is a dedicated 
conscientious agent of the Com 
munist party. 

It claims that Mr. Eisenhow 
er's brother, Milton, is the presi 
dent's superior in the party and 
that a dozen other highly placed 
government men are either out- 
right Communists or t o o 1 s of 
the party. 

Claims Presidents "Used 
Former President Roosevelt, 
the book says, was unknowing- 
ly used by the party. Ex-Presi 
dent Truman was knowingly 
used, it continues. As for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, page 268 
reads: 

"In my own opinion, the Com- 
munists have one of their own 
actually in the presidency. For 
this third man, • Eisenhower, 
there is only one possible word 
to describe his purposes and ac- 
tions. That word is treason." 

Welch, Johnson and Mrs. 
Rueber deny that the book is 



used at meetings. Group leaders 
like Johnson and Mrs. Ruebor 
have copies, however. 

Neither Johnson nor Mrs. 
Rueber would disavow the con- 
tents of "The Politician." Mrs. 
Rueber said she had not reached 
a conclusion, adding; "I am not 
obligated to explain my per- 
sonal conclusion, if I have 
reached one, to anybody." 

Curious About Book 

She wanted to know where 
The Milwaukee Journal had ob- 
tained a copy since the book 
was not supposed to be seen by 
"ordinary" society members or 
outsiders. 

"Someone," she said, "broke 
a confidence." 

Johnson said he shared the 
bulk of Welch's views, but shied 
away from hanging a Commu- 
nist label on the president. 

He said at first that he "had 
no idea" if Mr. Eisenhower was 
a Communist. 

"I only know that if he is not, 
he might as well be," he said. 
"It is a moot question. The re- 
sults of his administration are 
the same." 

Later he added: "I don't think 
Eisenhower is bright enough to 
be permitted to be one of the 
party."

Membership Confirmed 
Grede confirmed that he was 
a council member. He said he 
didn't think Mr. Eisenhower 
was a Communist and said he 
had no comment about the 
book. 

Welch describes the society 
in the "Blue Book," which he 
also wrote and which is distrib- 
uted more widely among mem- 
bers than "The Politician." 

"The men who join the John 
Birch society ... are going to be 
doing so primarily because they, 
believe in me and what I am 
doing and are willing to accept 
my leadership anyway" he 
wrote. 

"We are going to use that 
loyalty, like every other re- 
source, to the fullest possible 
advantage that we can. When- 



ever and wherever, either* 
through infiltration by the ene- 
my or honest differences of 
opinion, that loyalty ceases to 
be sufficient to keep some frag- 
ment in line, we are not going 
to be in the position of having

Opposes Factions 
"We are not going to have 
factions developing on the two- 
sides-to-every question theme.

In the same book, Welch out- 
lines his philosophy.

1 The society is named after 
John Birch, an American army 
captain and fundamentalist Bap- 
tist minister, who allegedly was 
murdered by Chinese Commu- 

. nists 10 days after V-J day. The 
society was founded by Welch 
on Dec. 9, 1958, in Indianapolis, 
with the support of a small 
group of businessmen. 

Started in 1959 
In Milwaukee the society be- 
gan late in 1959 after Welch 
gave a privately attended talk 
here. 

Mrs. Rueber's reason for or- 
ganizing the first branch, she 
said, was: 1 

*'I couldn't sit back and wait 
for someone else tp do it Com- 
munism had been winning for 
some time." 

{ She wrote to Welch saying 



that she was interested, and re- 
ceived instructions on how to 
organize and other necessary 
material. She knows Welch per- 
sonally. 

"I consider him a fine man," 
she' said. 

Mrs. Rueber said two chap- 
ters were on the east side, two 
on the south side and a fifth in 
Wauwatosa. Meetings usually 
were in private homes. She de- 
clined to say where meetings 
were held or when the next one 
will be. She said the press could 
not attend. 

Under the Welch program, 
each* chapter gets a monthly 
"John Birch Bulletin," which 
Welch edits. This usually gives 
the "assignment" for the month 
and lists suggested reading mat- 
ter. Frequently there are sug- 
gestions for a letter writing 
campaign to congressmen on 
legislation. 

Dues are $24 a year for men 
and % 12 for women.
